He invented the automobile, 
airplane and wireless teleg- 
raphy, built the

Canal, had a depression. 
John Q VI: lived 24 years, 
fought World War I, was in on 
the Treaty of Versailles which 
precipitated 
World 
War 
II, 
sawr the League of Nations 
formed and backed aw*ay from 


it, invented radio and radar, 
had a depression. 
John W VII—the p r e s e n t 
generation: 
has 
lived 
nine 
years so far, fought W o r l d 
War II, may have the dubious 
honor of being the only Amer­ 
ican generation to fight two 
wars, 
helped 
establish 
the 
United Nations Organization, 
is now carrying the UN ban­ 
ner to battle, started the Mar­ 
shall Plan whose value is not 
yet determined, perfected tele­ 
vision, atomic energy and sul­ 
fa drugs. He has been a lusty 
guy. 
These 
seven 
generations 
have seen America, the young­ 


est major nation, keep Its orig­ 
inal form of government long­ 
er than any nation in history. 
America has seen transporta­ 
tion 
develop 
irom 
Shank's 
pony to Jet propulsion, com­ 
munications from the quilt pen 
to television, health standards 
from a life expectancy of 36 
years to 67 years. 
But, Milligan repeated: 
“We have managed to keep 
in three ruts and these may be 
the death of us—a depression 
every 22 years, a war every 
25 years, and a dry rot con­ 
cerning our responsibilities of 
citizenship. If they continue, 
we may have our own Korea."

5 General Hospitals In Nation

WASHINGTON, July 11 — A 
i high government source said to­

will reactivate five general hos­ 
pitals over the nation to care for 
American casualties in the Kor­ 
ean war. 
The action Is being taken wdth 
the approval of the President. 
The official declined to indi­ 
cate whether this move means 
that heavy casualties are fear­ 
ed before the Korean fighting 
ends. However, reactivation of 
the five closed hospitals would 
provide several thousand bed> 
for war wounded. 
Other government sources in­ 
dicated that the fighting in Kor­ 
ea is expected to be prolonged 
and costly in men and materiel.

Four Communist divisions are

spread use of these tools made 
possible by man’s release of 
atomic energy will open a new 
era of medicine.

makes possible diagnosis

brain tumors from outside the 
head with an accuracy up to 
95 percent; colloidal gold, in­ 
jected to destroy tumors; 
Phosphorous-32, used to treat 
polycythemia vera, a blood con­ 
dition characterized by an ex­ 
cess of white blood cells; and 
radio iodine, employed in t h e 
diagnosis and treatm ent of thy­ 
roid diseases such as goiter and 
also to " ta g ” serum albumin, a 
blood component, to make pos­ 
sible a swift determination of a 
patient’s blood volume.

HIGH officials and military men have 
pointed out, in connection with the Korean 
situation, the need for immediate and vig­ 
orous American propaganda to counteract 
the false version being broadcast by Rus­ 
sia. The Russian version is that the South 
Koreans, instigated by the United States 
and at oui signal; invaded North Korea, 
and that American intervention is for the 
purpose of seizing North Korea.

But only by do­ 
ing so, loudly and clearly and often, can 
we keep our own story before the world 
end keep it from being drowned out by the 
sheer volume of Russian claims. And we 
have little chance of thrusting the true 
story through cracks in the Iron Curtain un­ 
less it is well publicized elsewhere. We 
need a propaganda offensive in the Korean 
campaign perhaps almost as much as we ; 
need military success.

The Russians take the position that the 
United States is the aggressor in the Kor­ 
ean war because the United States, as a 
foreign nation, intervened in a civil war in­ 
volving Koreans, north and south. The 
Russians m aintain that as there 
are 
no 
Russian troops in Korea, Soviet Russia is 
not involved and is therefore not only not 
the aggressor, but could even be regarded 
as strictly neutral. 
Two fallacies are involved in this posi­ 
tion which require examination: 
1. The Republic of Southern Korea was 
established by the United Nations. Under 
the secret term s of the Teheran agree­ 
ments. the country had been divided at the 
38th Parallel, Soviet Russia occupying the 
northern part; the United States, the south­ 
ern part. This division had to do with the 
war against Japan, the then occupier of 
Korea; it was not intended to be perma­ 
nent. 


The Republic of Southern Korea then is 
a creation of the United Nations; a sover­ 
eign country with the right to its existence, 
guaranteed by the m em ber states of the 
United Nations. 
Although the United States, as the con- 
oueror of Japan, has a special interest in 
all Japanese territory, we have gone into 
Korea with a fighting force under the aus­ 
pices of the United Nations Security Coun­ 
cil, of which Russia is a nfember. Had Rus­ 
sia attended the session authorizing this ac­ 
tion, her representative might have em ­ 
ployed the veto, thus making the protection 
of Korea by the United Nations illegal. 
Russia, however, chose to boycott this ses­ 
sion of the Security Council, as she has, for 
six months, boycotted all activities of the 
United Nations. A boycott is not a veto; 
therefore, the record can only show Rus­ 
sia as absent and taking no position. 
Obviously, the Russians have not accep­ 
ted this view. Their contention is that un­ 
less they approve an act of the United Na­ 
tions, that act is illegal. In a word, all the 
rest of the world does not count. Only Rus­ 
sia matters. This is a fundamental Rus­ 
sian attitude involving the M arxian as­ 
sumption of the world revolution, which is 
actively propagated at all times, even in 
such a body as the United Nations. 
If the United Nations submitted to this 
Russian point of view, it would soon have 
to cease to exist, for it would then be noth­ 
ing more than the instrument of the policy 
of one nation. Trygve Lie’s attempted ap­ 
peasement of Russia failed, because he re­ 
fused to recognize the 
Russian 
position 
that it would not submit to a majority vote. 
The Russian fallacy lies then in its as­ 
sumption that the United Nations is an in­ 
strument of policy and cannot act without 
its consent, even when it boycotts the Uni­ 
ted Nations. The rejection of this view by 
most of the other m em ber states and their 
participation in the Korean 
war 
cannot 
make them aggressors. For if the object of 
the United Nations is not to prevent the 
conquest of one country by another, then 
it has no object.

Removing Scars From the Face 


By HfRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
SCARRING and pitting of the 
face is one of the tragic results 
of untreated acne. Recently, a 
form of treatm ent for the re­ 
moval of disfiguring pits formed 
as a result of acne has been de­ 
scribed. 
In severe cases of acne, the 
pimples often destroy the full 
thickness of the skin. As healing 
occurs, the tissues contract and 
the scar is forced down below 
the surface of the skin, thus 
forming a pit or depression. The 
same sort of thing may happen In 
chickenpox. 
Thinning Skin 
Pits are treated by the thinning 
of the skin around them, thus 
giving a smoother appearance to 
the face. In the past, many 
methods have been tried for this 
purpose 
but none 
was com­ 
pletely successful. Now it is sug­ 
gested th a t the thinning can be 
accomplished by sandpapering 
the skin. 
This treatm ent, of course, can­ 
not be carried out while the dis­ 
ease is active. In other words, 
only the scars which remain 
after the disease has passed 
should be considered for treat­ 
ment In this way. It is also well 
to note th at patients who have 
had much X-ray treatm ent for 
acne cannot have their scars 
treated so successfully by abra­ 
sion with sandpaper as others 
where the am ount of X-ray used 
has been less. 
An Anesthetic 
When this treatm ent is car­ 


ried out, the patient is given an 
anesthetic to put him to sleep. 
Then the sandpaper is rubbed 
vigorously over the skin tissue 
surrounding 
the 
pits. 
Some 
bleeding occurs, which Is con­ 
trolled by pressure. A dressing 
of petrolatum is then put on and 
is fastened firmly in place by 
pressure. After ten days, these 
dressings are removed, at which 
time it is found th at the area 
which has been sandpapered has 
healed. 
If, at the end of this time, the 
skin still is red and moist, a 
penicillin ointm ent may be ap­ 
plied; healing then rapidly oc­ 
curs within a few days. The pa­ 
tient is then permitted to wash 
his face with soap and water, put 
on cold cream, and dust lightly 
with talcum powder. 
After a period of from three to 
six months, the patient is re­ 
examined and, if found neces­ 
sary, the treatm ent is again car­ 
ried out. Of course, such treat­ 
m ent must be employed only by 
a person experienced in it* use. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
D. T.: W hat causes the pitui­ 
tary gland to be overactive? Is 
there any medicine or vitamin to 
cure this condition? 
Answer: The cause of overac- 
tivlty of the pituitary gland is not 
known, although in some cases It 
might be due to tumor growth. 
I do not know of any medicine 
or vitamin which would over­ 
come this difficulty. It Is possible 
th at X-ray treatm ent mlf-ht be 
of some help, depending up.n the 
type of condition present.

Removing Scars From the Face 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
SCARRING and pitting of the 
face ii one of the tragic results 
of untreated acne. Recently, a 
form of treatment for the re­ 
moval of disfiguring pits formed 
as a result of acne has been de­ 
scribed. 
In severe cases of acne, the 
pimples often destroy the full 
thickness of the skin. As healing 
occurs, the tissues contract and 
the scar is forced down below 
the surface of the skin, thus 
forming a pit or depression. The 
same sort of thing may happen in 
chickenpox. 


Thinning Skin 


Pits are treated by the thinning | 


ried out, the patient is given an 
anesthetic to put him to sleep. 
Then the sandpaper Is rubbed 
vigorously over the skin tissue

If, at the end of this time, the 
skin still is red and moist, a 
penicillin ointm ent may be ap­ 
plied; healing then rapidly oc­ 
curs within a few days. The pa­ 
tient Is then permitted to wash 
of the skin around them, thus !

giving a smoother appearance to on 5

In the past, m any I w^ h talcum powder. 
many 
methods have been tried for this 
purpose 
but none 
was com­ 
pletely successful. Now It Is sug­ 
gested th a t the thinning can be 
accomplished by sandpapering 
the skin. 
This treatm ent, of course, can­ 
not be carried out while the dis­ 
ease is active In other words, 
only the scars which remain 
after the disease has passed 
should be cor^sidered for treat­ 
ment in this way. It is also well 
to note th at patients who have 
had much X-ray treatm ent for 
acne cannot have their scars 
treated so successfully by abra­ 
sion with sandpaper as others 
where the am ount of X-ray used 
has been less. 
An Anesthetic 
When this treatm ent is car- 


After a period of from three to 
six months, the patient is re­ 
examined and, lf found neces­ 
sary, the treatm ent Is again car­ 
ried out. Of course, such treat­ 
m ent must be employed only by 
a person experienced in IU use. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
D. T.: What causes the pitui­ 
tary gland to be overactive? Is 
there any medicine or vitamin to 
cure this condition? 
Answer: The cause of overac­ 
t i v e of the pituitary gland is not 
known, although in some cases It 
might be due to tumor growth. 
I do not know of any medicine 
or vitamin which would over­ 
come this difficulty. It Is possible 
th at X-ray treatm ent mifcht be 
of some help, depending upon the 
type of condition present.

As Northern Korea is a m em ­ 
ber ot the Federation of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, it is requir­ 
ed to accept Russian leadership 
and to obey Russian orders. 
Actually, the other nations of 
the world have no way of deal­ 
ing with such countries, except 
to regard their conduct as out­ 
rageous. They assum e that sov­ 
ereignty is not limited by fealty 
to another state. In the Korean 
war. this relationship is being 
challenged. Should the challenge 
be successful, the entire Russian 
system of satellite states could 
cave; 
therefore, 
Russia’s 
re­ 
sponse cannot long 
be merely 
verbal—particularly should 
the 
United Nations’ intervention be 
successful.
